BIRTHDAY OF 
URWAN_ YIN 


When Wouicn “ Chim 
Kwa ” 


“Yesterday was the birthday of 
the Buddhist goddess Kwan Yin. 
There is a bcok well-known to all 
‘China, the Sai Yau Kel, or Re- 
cord of’ journey to the West. Tt 
{5 wrongly imagined by. some’ west- 
erm scholars that this book is a re- 
cord of the journey of the monk 
‘who first went to India in the 
Tang dynasty in ofder to obtain 
‘the Buddhist “works. There was 
such a mohk, and theré ts a, Te- 
cord. It ‘Is also true that the "Sal 
Yau Ket’ mentions the voyage of 


this ‘monk to ‘2 strange land; but." 


the book is entirely mythical It 
recounts how, the monkey god call- 
‘ed, Suen. the monkey king, réscued 
Kwan Yin, and Jater she helped 
him In his adventures, when he 
‘was compelled to accompany the 
monk on his journey. 

The Sai Yau Kel is a very pre- 
found book for Budduists, although 
the manner of recounting the story 
as a falry tale, has given it an 
appeal for old: and; young: in ‘Ching. |" 

Some ancient authorities: do not 
admit that ‘Kwan Yin is a ‘female 
deity. but her favourite posture Is 
as'a female. There !s a famous plc- 
ture depicting her a3 a female, in 
a monastery. on the island of Pu 
Tu, off the coast of Cheklang. Well 
might the first missionaries who 
arrived here a, few’ centuries ago 
consider. it curious that the Chin- 
ese worshiped’ a female deity, 
who reminded them of the ori- 
gin Mary. The . female character, 
was introduced from India where 
-every:. Buddhist deity, represents 


afaculty of the soul and pas-} 


sions....In. the books of . the 
Old Testament, Wisdom Is describ- 
ed.ag a.woman. Here. the hidden

To mark the centenary of. Dr. 
Morrison’s death Kelly & Walsh 
are giving space to some interest- 
ing exhibits in thelr window. There 
js.a portrait after Chinnery.—an 
engraving of the great ‘Misstonary 
engaged in his study in the trans- 
lation of the scriptures into Chin- 
ese; his‘chief life's task. . 

The most valuable book ‘shown 
js a manuscript copy of portions of 
the New Testament in. Chinese, 
which Dr, Morrison made in 1805 
while still in London. Above this 
book s'a photograph of the British 
Museum book—“‘A Harmony of the 
Gospels” it is called though it Js 
more than that, compiled in 1736 
from Roman Catholic sources, It 
wag from this book in the British 
Museum that Dr. Morrison made 
his transcript which is shown 
open at the ‘same page as that 
shown in the photograph above it. 
The two volumes of the original 
printed copy of- the dictionary he 


‘complied are also exhibited. 


The high value put upon these 
labours ‘of Dr. Morrison jis shown 
by the great expense which was 
incurred. in: publishing them.. The 
dictionary was issued by, the Hon- 
ourable East India Company at’ 
a cost of £10,000 while the British 
and Foreign Bible Sdelety spent 
£12,000 in printing his Chinese 
version of the Bible. ; 

Another book shown in the win- 
dow is Horae Sinicae,a smell book’ 
which. contains translations Dr. 
Morrison made from the Chinese 
Classics. It is interesting insofar 
as the portions selected for.trans- 
lation reflect. his own. judgment 
and special interest.’ He must, for 
example, have meditated long over 
the opening statement made by 
Mencius-——"Man {s by nature good” 
—representing as it does a cardin- 
.al feature, of. Chinese. . philosophy 
in contrast) with the Western 


‘thought which holds that man fs 


-born in’sin and is the chia of 
wrath. - 

Another éanibte - which ustra- 
tes Morrison's love for .good. books 
is his splendid copy of the Bible 
wheih is in seven volumes. This 
ig & magnificent example, com- 
Bining a8 it does the finest art of 
the printer, book-binder..and en- 
graver of. the b period. i
